Your check or money order should be made payable to: Clerk, U.S. District Court. 



If you cannot afford to pay the filing fee, you may request permission to proceed in forma pauperis, in which

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event you must execute the affidavit on the last page, setting forth informatitiri establishing your inability to pay 
the costs. If you wish to proceed in forma pauperis, you must have an authorized officer at the penal institution 
complete the ceitificate as to the amount of money and securities on deposit to your cvGdit in any account in the 
institution. However, if your prison account exceeds $100.00 vou will not be considered as elidble to proceed 
in forma pauperis and must pay the $5.00 filing fee. 

Only judgments entered by one court may be challenged in a single petition. If you seek to challenge 
judgments entered by different courts you must file separate petitions as to each court. 

Your attention is directed to the fact that you must include all grounds for relief and all facts supporting such 
grounds for relief in the petition you file seeking relief fi^om any judgment of conviction. 

When the petition is fully completed, it must be mailed to the Clerk of the United States District Court for the 
District of Columbia, 333 Constitution Avenue, N.V/., Washington, D.C. 2000L 

Petitions which do not conform to these instructions may be returned with a notation as to the deficiency.

(e) Conviction obtained by a violation of the privilege against self-incrimination. 

(f) Conviction obtained by the imconstitutional failure of the prosecution to disclose to the 
defendant evidence favorable to the defendant. 

(g) Conviction obtained by a violation of the protection against double jeopardy. 

(h) Conviction obtained by action of a grand or petit jury which was unconstitutionally selected and 

impanelled.
